The function of the board, Mr. Gris- 
dale pointed out, was to seek a com- 
mon ground for the solution of the 
many pressing problems of the Indus- 
try and to determine the line of action 
producers desire to take in securing 


for themselves benefits which may lie 
in the Natural Products Marketing 
Act.

Fall Sowing of Flower Seeds 

What is your opinion on sowing 
flower seeds in the autumn? If such 
is advisable, when is the best time? 
I have had a lovely show of flowers 
the past two years, but mainly from 
self-sown, This year I have clarkia 
over five feet high, and such strong, 
Vigorous plants, all from volunteer 
seeding. Clarkia seeds I sowed in 
spring are puny and poor. Phacelia, 
linaria, poppies, calendula, and many 
others, all volunteer seeds, far surpass 
spring sowing. T have tried cold 
frames and also seeds in the house 
and then transplanting, but I do not 
have much success, 1 wonder _ if 
stocks and asters would do as well if 
sown in fall? A friend near here 
claims she always had a grand show 
of asters quite early in the season and 
from volunteer seed, so I think T shall 
try my luck with autumn seeding of 
these. You know, on a one-man farm 
the “woman” has so many calls on her 
time and it just seems IT have to get 
busy early in the spring with seeds 
to be able to look after. Do you have 
Linaria macedonica in your garden? 
It is just a picture with bloom all 
summer and till freeze-up. 

This climate does not give us the 
same amount of perfume in flowers 
as we used to get in England, but we 
can far surpass our friends at home 
when it comes to gorgeous coloring. I 
suppose so much sunshine accounts 
for that.--L, H., Rochfort Bridge, Alta. 

Ans.: A few years ago we made a 
fairly extensive trial of seeding annual 
flowers in a cold frame in the fall, 
but unfortunately the test suffered, 
perhaps due to accidental factors. 
None of the annuals amounted to 
anything. Since then, however, we 
have noticed splendid plants (not 
necessarily “splendid results,” since 
one does not know how efficiently 
nature scattered the seeds in the fall, 
from volunteer calendula, bartonia, 
phacelia campanularia, silene, bach- 
elor's button, California popy, Flan- 
ders poppy. linaria, and for the first 
time this year we had asters volun- 
teering. It could supposedly be taken 
for granted, then, that careful fall 
seeding of these kinds, and perhaps 
some additional ones, should give out 

| 


a showing in certain years at least. 
Our experience with perennials has | 
been chiefly in line with that of ex- 
perienced private growers. We prefer 
early-spring sowing for nearly all 


around six pounds apiece, plenty of 


kinds, Hottes states that “Gaillardias, 
Shasta daisies, Chinese larkspur, pla- 


tycodon, hibiscus, TIeeland poppy, 
Ivchnis and some other perennials 
bloom the first year from seed sown 
in early spring. Furget-me-nots, 
English daisies, hollyhocks, Oriental 
poppies, sweet william and pansies 
are best sown in August, otherwise 
the plants are liable to become too 
large for convenient handling in the 


spring.” Perhaps, in our climate, late 


June or early July planting would 
correspond,

STONE FRUIT MATURITY TESTS 


Realizing the need for more definite 
information on the subject of maturity 
of stone fruits, a committee has been 
formed in Rritish Columbia in the 
Summerland and Penticton districts 
of members of the Dominion Fruit 
Branch Inspection Service, the B. CG. 
provincial Department of Agriculture, 
and the staff of the Dominion Expert- 
mental Station at Summerland, It is 
agreed that some standard of mena- 
urement for maturity of stone fruit

VERY INTERESTING PAPER ON 
BACH READ AT CLUB MEETING 


The following very interesting paper, 
“Johann Sebastian Bach, 1685-1750," 
was read by Mrs. CC, G, Butchart at 
Musical Club meeting held at the 
home of Mrs. A. Boyse, Grande Prairie, 
on Thursday evening, last week: 

Bach inherited the concentrated 
genius of a long line of ancestors who 
had held most of the important 
musical positions in Middle Germany 
since about 1600, Of the peasant 
class, all of them exhiibted the Teu- 


tonic characteristics of integrity, 
strong family feeling and solid art 
ideals. 

Bach was born at Elisenach, and 
obtained his first insight into music 
from his father, who taught him 


especially to play the violin. Orphaned | 


at ten, his brother, an organist, gave 
him some instruction, In 1700 he be- 
came a choir boy and had the oppor- 


tunity of studying the organ and 
clavier. He held several posts as 
organist, and while at Arnstadt he 


was reprimanded for his innovations | 


in organ playing during the service. 
In 1708 he assumed an 
post at Weimar, and became acknow!l- 
edged as an organist of the first rank, 
end here his chief organ works were 
written, besides cantatas and arrange- 
ments for organ and clavier of con- 
certos by the Italian violinists. The 
latter part of his Mfe, from 1723, was 
passed at Leipsic, where he spent his 
time in unceasing labor as cantor of 
the Thomas school, 
churches, arc in voluminous compos- 
ing. His greatest works, the passions, 
the Mass in B minor, and many can- 
tatas were written here, but his posi-
